-PROHIBITIONISTS AND THE 


CONSTITUTION. 


Professional prohibitionists, dry newspapers and 
dry advocates continue to berate Gov. Smith of 
New York for signing the repeal of the state en- 
forcement act. That was to be expected, but the 
abuse ig largely based on the assumption that he 
virtually violated his oath of office, became a 
“traitor” to the constitution, and attempted to nul- 
lify the supreme law of the land. 

This, to us, seems to be either dishonest or addle- 
pated. If it were true, then the American system 
of government would about be in the discard. If 
the prohibition amendment read that no state 
should deprive a citizen of his right to drink any 
severage he chose to drink, and if New York 
ymssea a prohibition act denying this right, such 
extticisin would be properly based. New York 
would be defying the constitution, just as some 
states defy the fourteenth and fifteenth amend 
ments. 

_ In guch gase New York might get by with nulli- 
Goation or it might not. At least it would have the 
applause of the very citizens who now regard 
Smith as an untrue and disreputable governor. 
New York does not want a prohibition law on its 
own statute books, It has the right to say whether 
- it will have one or not. Congress can give New 
York a law and has, in the Volstead act. Congress 
q@annot coerce the New York legislature to pass a 
law cr to refrain frem repealing one. 

The Tlinois constitution provides that the state 
shall be redistricted éyery ten years, but the legis- 
lators cannot be made to do even their moral duty 
and iley do not do it. In their violation of their 
oaths and their nullification of the constitution 
they are upheld by the drys.in Illinois. The drys 
do nut want the constitution obeyed because there 
would be more wet Chicago votes in the assembly. 
They are willing to disfranchise citizens to pro- 
mote prohibition. 

They have no regard for any constitutional pro- 
vision which might prevent them from dictating 
to other citizens with regard to alcohol. It is, with 
them, @ paramount issue which is superior to any 
other which possibly could be involved. They 
would sacrifice all the fundamental protections of 
liberty in the constitution if it were necessary to 
this dictation. 

Thcy have no objection to search and seizure 
without warrant. They have no objection to double 
jeopardy. These are violations of the constitu- 
tional rights of citizens. The constitution is noth- 
ing between prohibitionists. |

DIVORCE HERE AND IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


The British house of commons has passed a bill 
giving a wife the right to divorce her husband 


for misconduct. The injustices of English mar- 


riage law have been corrected slowly. The equi- 


thes have been much better preserved in the United 
States. People who think that American divorce 


tends towards a loose social structure could find 
in Great Britain the worse alternative of a social 
structure permitting female bondage. 

Under it a woman could not escape from a man 


whose character and acts made life with him 


intolerable unless, in addition to misconduct offen- 
sive to the vows, he deserted her. Then the law 
‘gave her a method of escape. There were lawyer 
tricks for permitting incompatible people to get 
‘rid of each other, ‘but the law maintained the 
‘theory that the woman belonged to the man. 

' Sir Frederick Banbury, an old die ‘hard in the 
house, said in dibeussion of the bill: “I have al- 
prays regarded woman an inferior person.” That 
was what the British law did. It accepted as vital 


- factors"in modern social life the symbolism of the 
wedding ring, the veil, the “ obey,” and other inti- 


mations of the day when the man was established 
im a proprietorship when he was married. 


~~ American law has considered the fact that an 
unfortunate marriage may be a much worse trag- 
/edy for the wife than for the husband. He could 


make his escape. In a domestic conflict he gen- 
erally is physically and economically stronger. He 
could rule within the house if two warring people 
had to continue life together. 

The morality of law which would subject women 
to a life which no decent state should impose on 
any citizen cannot easily be defended. Divorce 
frequently is an avoidance of a bad social condi- 
tion. Unfortunate marriages are to be regretted. 
They represent the departure from the ideal social 
condition, but it is not possible for all human 
beings to avoid them and divorce may be the relief 
from an arrangement which is unsocial and may 
be inhuman.

STREET END BEACHES. 
Announcement is made of tentative plans by 
‘Commissioner of Public Works Sprague to replace 
street end bulkheads with concrete steps to the 
Jake and to construct jetties, which would develop 
miniature beaches at such points. The council 


_. should thank the commissioner for this improve- 


ment on its resolution to destroy the bilkheads. 
Without such a constructive plan the previous 
proposal could be no less than folly. 

‘Bulkheads at most of the street ends which the 


council voted to tear out have been built, not to, 
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: 


flights of concrete steps, perhaps the full width 
of the street, protecting the street and leading down 
to the water, would be an asset to the neighbor- 
hood, even if a liability to the adjoining property 
owner, who might regret the development of a 
playground at his door and resent the noise and the 
rethains of lunches and débris cast into his yard.

Such combination of terrace and beach at each 
street end suggests an attractive picture, but it 
also suggests expense. It would require a lot of 
money. ‘That is a factor which should be taken 
into consideration before all present bilkheads are 
unceremoniously torn out under a false impres- 
sion that such destruction will give the public ac- 
cess to the lake. With ane or two possible excep- 
tions they have access to it now at every street end. 


DEVER IN THE CAR_ 
CONTROVERSY. 


If Mayor Dever succeeds in getting a settlement 
of the controversy threatening a street car strike 
he’ll have the thanks of a: community which too 
often hag been injured by such disturbance of its 
order and industry. If he fails and the city should 
be out of luck it must be noted that he has tried 
hard to prevent the strike. We assure him the 
difficulty of the undertaking is appreciated. It 
tests qualities of leadership. There are indications 
that another interruption of street car traffic may 
not be taken with as much general good natyre 4s 
has been apparent in other strikes. The improvisa- 
tion of transportation for workers, with its hard-' 
ships and expense, lacks novelty this time. 

We are quite sure that few people now regard a 
street car strike as a lark. It is in essence intoler- 
able, and the mayor represents the public, which

SOUTH WATER STREET 
IMPROVEMENT. 


The suggestion of John J. Sloan, chief of the 
board of local improvements, for a depression ‘of 
South Water street, to be bridged by the north and 
south thoroughfares, should not be allowed to con- 
fuse the Chicago Plan commission's plans for a 
double déck thoroughfare along the river to sup- 
plant the present street. , 

Mr. Sloan’s suggestion would fail to accomplish 
many of the purposes contemplated in the double 
deck boulevard arrangement. It would be cheaper 
than the double deck boulevard, but it would not 
be cheap. BExcavation of the full length of South 
Water street would be slow and expensive. Its 
chief benefit would be to relieve the present fre- 
quent delays to north and south traffic crossing that 
congested thoroughfare. That would tbe done by 
bridges. But it is doubtful that such an arrange- 
ment would in any way reduce congestion on-South 
Water street itself. Only three exits from the 
street are suggested in connection with the plan. 
Such arrangement certainly would confuse and de- 
lay traffic within the street. 

A certain disadvantage would be the mainte-

Another thing incident to such an arrange 
ment would be that it would provide no relief for 
traffic from North Michigan avenue around or into 
the north side of the loop. 

The double deck boulevard plan, on the other 
hand, would remove the rickety old buildings along 
the river, replace them with a broad arffl beautiful 
boulevard, and at the same time provide a wide 
street below for the heavy freight traffic of the 
district. It wauld be an improvement which should 
greatly relieve downtown traffic congestion of all 
kinds, enhance property values, and prove a great

Air is not a major factor in care of @ per- 
son with nephritis. If the disease is advanced 
and the person is on the verge of 4 break- 
down, he will gain by living in a warm, even, 
dry climate. Otherwise, he is not justified 
in chasing the climate cure, 

The diet proper for nephritis also depends 
on the stage of the disease. If he has dropesy, 
he should also eat sparingly and avoid foods 
flavored with salt. If his kidneys are on the 
verge of breaking down, but if he has no 
dropsy, he must diet rigorously, but he can 
be freer with salt. If his kidneys are in bet- 
ter shape still, he must eat plenty of the 
foods which keep up strength and energy 
and which furnish iron to the blood. 

However, all cases of nephritis should avoid 
excessively heavy meals, highly seasoned 
foods and high protein diet.

THE PENNSYLVANIA AND THE 
LABOR BOARD. 

Chicago, May 31.—May I call your at- 
tention to the difference between the at- 
titudes of President Rea of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and the railroad labor 
unions toward the railroad labor board? 
So long as the board confined itself 
within the limits of its jurisdiction as 
clearly defined jn the transportation act 
to the determination of disputes “ likely 
substantially to interrupt commerce,” 
the Pennsylvania, in common with every 
other railroad company in the country, 
accepted its finding without demur. This 
was notably true in the memerable de- 
cision of July 20, 1920, which saddled 


an increase of $618,000,000 on railroad 
pay rolls, of which the Pennsylvania’s 
share was about $66,000,000. 

The transportation act contains a pro- 
vision that the labor board may within 
ten days suspend its own decision in- 
creasing wages or salaries if it appears 
“likely to necessitate a substantial re- 
adjustment of the rates of any carrier.” 
Within ten days, on July 29, 1920, the 
interstate commerce commission rendered 
its decision advancing freight rates from 
25 to 40 per cent and passénger rates 
about 20 per cent as a direct result of the 
labor board's decision. 

But there was no suspension of the 
labor board's decision and the American 
people Mave been paying the price, run- 
ning into billions, ever since. Not until 
Mr. Hooper was appointed to the board 
did it give any attention to the plain in- 
struction of the law that it was to con- 
sider the effect of its decisions on rates. 

The present difference of views between 
the Pennsylvania company and the 
labor board has arisen through the lat- 
ter’s failure to recognize the limitations 
of its authority to the hearing and decid- 
ing of disputes between the carriers and 
their employés that are “likely sub- 
stantially to interrupt commerce.” Such 
disputes are limited to those between 
the carriers and “ organizations of em- 
ployés or subordinate officials whose 
members are directly Interested in the 
dispute.” 

The Pennsylvania has interpreted this 
as if the word “its” preceded em- 
ployés, as the only persons directly ‘in- 
terested in the dispute. And in fur- 
therance of the principle of collective 
bargaining it proceeded to organize its 
employés with whose representatives, 
chosen by a secret ballot, it could adjust 
all differences. 

Instead of welcoming this action pro- 
viding for direct negotiation between 
the carrier and its employés interested in 
any dispute, the labor board insisted on 
intruding outside labor unions into the 
family affairs of the carrier. It has 
conjured up a dispute over something 
not coritemplated in the transportation 
act and accuses the carrier of contu- 
macy where it must depend on a just 
statement of facts for the benefit of the 
publicity. to which its remedia’ author- 
ity is linited.

Screenings, then, is no better or worm 
than the rest of the coal, except thal 
it has more fine foreign matter and & 
smaller in size. This grade of soft coal 
is well adapted for use in places equipped 
with mechanical stokers, suitable fo 
burning soft coal without smoke and 
hardly any soot. 

Stoves, hot air furnaces, and sual 


boilers operated with soft coal, be it J 


screenings, nut, egg, or even briquettes, 
made out of soft coal, are regular and 
very efficient soot producers and large 
contributors to the smoke nuisance. The 
only sure way to prevent soot and smoke 
from these kinds of equipment is tp us 
smokeless and sootless fuels—gas, coke, 
or hard coal. If it is considered that 
cleanliness is worth something, these 
fuels are the best adapted and cheapest 
in the long run.

Does it. pay to build an 
automobile to an ideal? 


Many experienced automobile men have told me it 
does not. _ oe : 

They cite good cars which failed to bring commer- 
cial success while others built with direct appeal for 
the public’s money made stockholders rich. 


Is not the answer wholly, however, in the distance 
ahead of present practice, the ideal can be placed, and 
in the strength of purpose someone has to fight for 
it, regardless of obstacles and the inertia of the 
people and public with whom he comes in contact? 


Henry Ford-was successful because his Low First 
Cost ideal was so far ahead of the practice or thought 
of others as to remove him for years from competi- 
tion, and his steadfastness in remaining true to it 
and devoting all his energies and resources to it, 
found him with great advantages from a competi- 
tive standpoint when others came to realize the pub- 
lic’s appreciation of his thought. 


I think the automobile business has, been remark- 
ably free of men who have tried to exploit the public 
with products made to make money without regard 
to value given and honest aims in manufacturg have 
been the rule. 


My criticism would be that no one except Henry 
Ford previously reached far enough ahead of the 
crowd to place a goal, making sufficient advance in 
public welfare to receive a like tribute from them. 


Longer wheelbase, luxurious riding comfort, six, 
eight or twelve cylinders instead of four, accessories 
and appointments created pride of ownership appeal-

As of June 1, 13,800 employes of the 
Tllinois Central have been granted pay 
boosts—$5 monthly to foremen, 3 cents 
an hour to mechanics, % cent to 1% 
cents to laborers, and 1 cent an hour 
to helpers. 

M.P. Grants Boost. 

The Missouri Pacific advance in- 
volves 8,000, effective July 1. Foremen 
are to get a boost of from $5.80 to $10 
a month, mechanics $ cents an hour, 
and laborers from 1 to 2 cents an hour. 

A wage dispute between the Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Gulf railroad and its| 
maintenance of way men has been 
withdrawn from the United States 
failroad labor board, Mr. Stout said, 
but details of the settlement were 
lacking.

QUESTION BOX FOR FISHERMEN 
HICAGO.—{To the Editor.)—I 
am a constant reader of your ar- 
ticles and as much interested in 
the fishing laws and wish to 
abide by them. I wish you would tell 
me if it is against the laws of Wiscon- 
sin to troll for pike or pickerelL I have 
been informed that trolling is allowed 
with one pole only. Is this true? 
W. H:; RoEuLEZ. 

ANSWER—You can troll for pike or pick- 
eral in Wisconsin. As for your trolling with 
one or more poles, here is the way the law 
reads: regarding prohibited emthods of fish- 
ing: 

“Wo person shall take, catch, kill, or fish 
for fash of any variety with more than five 
lines with one hook to a line, or with more 
than three lines with two hooks to a line, 
or with any line equipped with more than 
two hooks, or one trolling spoon or artificial 
bait ... oF any game fish by any means 
other than angling or trolling. except as 
provided,” etc. 

In other words, you can put out five lines, 
according to the law, but only one hook or 
lure to the line.
